It is a part 
of out natural infelicity which hag 
prevailed for fome time paf, that :

for defending their own proceed. 
ings, When they have totally gii ' 
ven up the principles by which ` 
they only could be defended’; and 
by departing from the ‘true priñs _ 
ciples of charity, have made no 
allowances :for the prejudices ang- 
weaknefs of their opponents,” 
What has much aggravated thig 
evil is, that in the various dif. 
putes upon this fubject, the mor. 
al fide'of ‘the queftion has beem | 
but little confidered. Syftems.of . 
pólicy, or of government, without 
morality, are like & body without 
a fpitit, only dead and beggarly 
elements, generated by corruptie 


‘on, and fupported by ebítinacy, 


Moral privileges are by the laws 


of nature as much the right of ra- 


tional creatures, as thofe chat conie 
under the notion of political; and 
human policy, without being built 
upon moral principles, will-in the - | 
end become likethe -bafelefs fae ` 
brie of a vifion, vanifh and not 
leave a wreck behind it, The 
beft foundation of government 
and policy, is truth ; without this ` 
they will always turn to oppref 

fion.

his fchemes, and expofed the whole of his 
defigns. One of the Maquas people, 
whom Philip thought had been killed, 
was only damgeroully wounded, who in- 
formed his nation of the real actor im that 
tragedy. This excited the revenge of the 
whole tribe, who fell upon Philip, snd de- 
ftroyed many of his peop'e, and would 
have difpatched himfelt, had he not fled, 
end taken heler in Mount Hope, from 
whence, in a fhort time he was alfo for- 
ced to flee. This defperate Indian was 
as fuperftitious as he was reyengeful ; he 
believed in all the prognoftications of his 
magicians and pawwaws, and from an af- 
Íuronce of ome of their prophecies, was 
perfyaded that no Englifhmana conid kill 
him. He was at laft thot through the bo- 
dy by an Indian in the fervice of the celo- 
mies, and expired foon after in the very 
place where he had firtt concerted the 
Ícheme of extirpaing the colonifts, and 
‘his head was carried to Plymouth, The 
people of New England at this time 
made an obfervation with regard 
to ihe ftate of their affairs, which 
perhaps wiil hold im general with regard 
to ail couatries in the fame fituation. 
They weak notice, that dll oace they be- 
gan to reform their waaners, and obferve 
ihe inftitutions of the Gofpel with more 
axactneis, that they never profpered in pur- 
fuing this war; but after they began in 
earacít to reform abufes, and obíeive the 
moral ixíiitions of God in fincerity, 
their affairs took quite a different tura, 
akd they profpered in their undertakings, 
It may be neceffary to obfervo here, how 
all parties im all nations are ready to de- 
clare others in a ftate of rebellion, that 
oppofe the meafures they are fond of pur- 
fuing, 

Cotton Mather in his Hiftory of New- 
England obferves, that pn September the 
Gth, 1676, faur hundred Indians were fur- 
prifed in Quechcho, of which, one half 
had been acceffary to the late rebellion, 
and for that reafon were fold for flaves. 
Aas thefe natives were not the fubjects of 
Engiand, nor of the colonifts, it was im- 
poffible that they could be rebels in the 
Cummon acceptationof that word. — If the 
coloniás claimed a] that counuy as their 
own, their claim was unjaft, aad the re- 
fiitance of the natives was lawfo] defence 
againit invaders ; or if theindians atuack- 
ed the Brghíh usjufly, it was an unlaw!ul 
Zavafion but not a rebellion of íubjeQs 
ageinit awful government. 

Que ot the mof remarkable aCions in 
this war, was an attack upon a fort in the 
coustry of the Narraganfets, which lies 
eak of ConasCicui river, and fouth of 
Patufet, The colonifts of New-Bnglaad 
finding themfelves harreffed by thofe tribes 
in that neighbourhood, refolved upon 
giving them an effectual overthrow, that 
in time coming they might behave with 
more civility to their neighbours. Hav- 
ing moftered an army ot fifteen hundred 
men, they marched in the middle of wia- 
ter into their enemies country in the midft 
of frof and {now, and came upon one of 
their principal forts by farprife, which 
they carried, after much flaughter om 
both fides. This fore was situated upon 
ar iland of about fix acres, in the mid- 
dle of a {wamp, to which there was accefs 
only one way, which was by pafling along 
a fingle tree, where only one perfon could 
pals, with difficalty. 

An Indian, whofe name was Peter, who 
had taken fome difgu& at his tribe, was 
guide to the New England forces, and led 
ahem to this fortrefs, This deferter fhew- 


ed them a certain place in the foreit, 


where, by throwing four or five trees, a- 
bout a foot from the ground, over the 
Íwamp, they. might attack she garrifon 
With good hopea of fuccecding, 


— oe 


This.was the only place where it appeared 
vulnerable, though ‘over spainft this paf-’ 
fage there was a block-houft, whieh ren- 
dered the attempt exceedingly dangerous. 
The celonifts began the attack at one 
o'clock, which was led on by Captain 
Muley and Captain Davenport, who 
ruthed inte the fort, when a bloody ‘con- 
fli& began. Six of the principal officers 
were killed in the aífault, and a great 
many of their private men ; but they at 
lait carried the fortrefs, and flew above 
feven hundred Indians in arms. The reĝ 
fled, and berook cthemfelves.ta a cedar 
iwamp, at’ fome diftaace ‘whither the co- 
lonifs did sòt parfue them. This expe- 
dition was commaaded by Jofiah Winflow, 
Efq; who had under him many brave and 
intrepid officers, who behaved with a 
gallantry that would have done honour io 
a Romaa legion. The Indians in this 
fhort feige had feven hundred men killed, 
and three huadred mortally wounded, be- 
fides old men, women, aad children that 
were prefied to death in the mid£ of the 
encounter. Of the New-England forces, 
eighiyfive were flain, and am handred and 
fifty woonded, "The other exploits dur- 
ing this war confifted chiefly in the burn- 
ing of towns, and Jaying wafte of villages, 
on the part ef the Indians, and of defeac- 
ing {mall parties of the enemy, on the 
part of the coloaifts, On thefe occafions, 
many defperate aGions were performed ; 
which thofe that are accuflomed to the. car- 
rying om ot wat in Europe, would fcaicely 
be able to give credit to, were it not that 
they are too well authenticated to be calied 
in queflien. In thofe encounters with the 
Indians, the coloasfts: fhewed an wscori- 
mon bravery,” and Were neķer ' afraid to 
engage three times their own number in 
the opea. field, at the fame welpons. 
Nor in geseral can it be affirmed, thar 
they coveted war meicly for the fake of 
domiaion. The only error ^ that 
they appear to have fallen into iji carrying 
on their wars, feems to have been, a de- 
fire to enlarge the dominion of Great. Bri- 
tain, and of making conquefe for their 
mother country, which they delivered up 
to the difpofalof her government. 

In the month of April, 1690, a naval 
force, with ievea hundred troops, under 
the command of Sir Wiliam Phipps, fail- 
ed from Naatakket, in New England, 
wih orders (o feize the French fene- 
ments im Nova-Scoue, then called Aca- 
dia, which they a:tacked, and had them 
delivered up toKing Wiliam, whom the 
colonifts in thofe paris bad acknowledged 
as their fovereign. The reafua of thts 
expedition, feema to have been ta didrefs 
the French, who at this time ftirred up 
the indians againft «he colonitis, under ihe 
pretence that they were reb: ls agsinfl their 
fovereign, and furmíhed them with aims 
aad ammunition; with which they did 
great damage to the planters, The colo- 
nits confidered this method as the moft 
effectual to put an end to the war ; for, 
provided they coald once fubdue the 
French, or drive them from their fettle- 
ments, they knew that the Inaigns would 
{foon be evercome, Sir William Phipps, 
witha fleet of thirty fall of  thips, 
failed from New England to Quebec, but 
did nos arrive till the 7th of October, 
when the froft was fetting in. This ex- 
pedition was intended to lupport an army 
of land forces that were to march from 
New-York, of fome colonifis and Chrifti- 
an Indians. After íome bold efforts this 
atiempt mitcarried ; but who was to 
blame, is not eafily learned from the hii- 
tory of thofe times. lt is well known 
that although this expedition mifcarried, 
the French were in great terror, and cx 
pected nothing lef than to be driven out uf 
Canada. Thu fewe what ihe voivnils

were then able to attempt, sithost any 
afliftance from the mother country. 

Beides the agency of the French, there 
were other resfous which the indians gave 
for hia war wih the coloniits. ‘They al- 
ledged that the Engi.th retufed to pay 
the yearly tribute of corn, agreed upon at 
the cozciulion of the poace——ihat chey 
hindered them from catching fifh in Sago 
river, by the neu, which hinceied the 
fifh rom coming where they were wont to 
come, "They faid, though the colotifls, . 


chad got their lands, they imagined that 


the fifhee in the rivers had Seen full iheir 
privilege. Butahe greateit grievance of 


all, was the giving paients for lasds which 


belonged to them ; this‘incenfed them 
greatly, Anod u muft be alldwed tnat 
neither the people of Oid or New England 
had any right to pive any perfuns patenis 
to the lands of the Indjans without there 
confeat. | lt is a ftrange method of reafan- 
ing that is ufed by many ielhth: poliuct 
ans that Europoan fovereigas, becaufe 
fome of hoir futje&ts take pofféffion of 
fome parta of a continent, that therefore 
they may portion out che whole of their 
friends, according to their good will and 
pleafuree Yat this is the force. of all 
their aigaments of ciiher the Preach or 
the Englifh for their right of pefleffien of 
many parts of the worlc, 

What gave the fisit and mof confidera. 
ble inflaence tothe Indian war, was the 
behavior of the French in Canada,-. Thefe’ 
ambitious Gauls had no focser made a 
fetilenreat-in-thofs paru of che weiterd . 
world, iban they began ta make coaquelts, 
and endeaygured to fubje& the Indtans ta 
the Frignch*dominion. Whea thefe pa- 
tives found-them(elves in a fituation to re- 
fit the power of France, they defended 
their own. sights, & inde répritals upon the 
enemy ; and frequently were fucrefsful," 
thes hotwithfanding the French having 
the advansage of fire arms, they! were de« 
feated by the Inaians, with great lof, aad 
putin fear of looüng their owa domini« 
ons. The,five nations asthey are called, 
of Senekas, Cayugas, Onoidos, Onada« 
gocs, and Mohawks, which lie fouth caf 
of the lake, Ontorio, and north -weft from 
New-York and Albany, were zealous op« 
pofess of the French dominion. Thefe: 
tribes were united among thomíelves ap- 
on the mui liberal principles ef freedont 
aad liberty, and abherred all forts of flas 
very vo, fpzh a degree, that they would 
not even enllove a captive. Such were 
their ideas of liberty and jullice, that when 
à certain man broke the jail of New York 
and fled to the five nations, that they 
paid his d:bt, but would not deliver up 
his peston, but adopied him iaw thelt 
tribes, and made him. free, — Laecedemon, 
in the very height of tis glory, did not 
excel the five nations ia their iceasof lie 
berty. Jt was no wonder that a people fo 
zealous for {reedom fhould have had at 
hearty averfion to a nation which, for mâs 
ny ages, atiempied to make Maves of all 
the world. 

The Dutch who fettled at New York, 
1609, about fix years after the French 
came to Canada, made no attempts 
conqueft, but lived peaceably with the five 
nations, and carried on trade; betweti 
the Duich and tbefe Indians, there was è 
perfect friandthip. The Englith, whd 
juceceded to the Datch in the ferclement 
of New York, obfcrved mearly the fami 
plan, besween whom and the five natiopt; 
there continued a good underftauding fot 
many yesre; though it muft be granted 
thai the Englifh did not fapport the pri 
ciples ut iriendíhip with the fame ardost 
sud zeal that the five nations fupporredh 
yet be alaance which the Engüfh entert 
Into withthe five nations was, aeverjbti 
uu tr pert for the Space of fugiy yoath
